KNOCKS OUT
KID CARTER

The Veteran Middieweight Demon-
strates That He I8 No
Back Number.

KNOCK-OUT SLCURED
IN THE SIXTH ROUND

The Victory Is the Result of Superior
Ring Generalship of Ryan, Which
Enabled Him to Successfully With-
stand the Onslaughts of His Op-
ponents—Carter Proves to Be no
Light Adversary—He Forced Ryan
to Fight His Best.

suffered about all the vigible punish-
ment thot was noted during the bout,
Such men as MoeCoy, Jack O'Brien and
others looked with amazement on the
Kansas ity man's work tonight.

DISASTROUS
EXPLOSION

Engineer and Sixteen Miners
Are, It Is Thought, Be-
yond Hope.

By Exclusive Wire from The Assoclated Press.

Roanoke, Va, Sept. 16.—A special
from North Fork, W, Va,, to the RRoan-
oke Times, says:

A disastrous gas and powder explos-
fon occurred in the Blg Four mine of
the Algoma Coal and Coke company
here this morning ubout 8 o'clock.
James Lester, an engineer; John Hoce-
kie, & Hungarian miner, and fifteen col-
ored miners are known to e in the
mine now and there I8 no chance of
their being recovered alive, as they are
beyond the point where the explosion
oveurred, and the gas and smoke is so
thick that the rescuing parties aure he-"
ing t:'h'l?tl back, H. ", Frankenfield,
the hanlk bosg, and George Gaspie, o
Hungarian miney, succvecded In crawl-
ing over the fallen coal and slule Lo the
lights of the rescuing party and have
heen taken out alive, although they nre
both bidly burned and were nearly suf-
fovated by the gas und smoke inhaled.

The explosion was cauged by an accu-
mulation of gusg catehing on fire Trom
the lamp of @ miner who was golng to
work, and this, in turn, firlhg six kegs
of blasting powder thut had been stored
in the mines. The explosion knocked
down all of the brattices for o quiarter
mile back toward the mine
trance, thus cutting out the air from
the men Imprisoned behind the debris,

Al 6 o'clock tonlght the rescue party
returned from the Algoma wmines and
reports that they were unoble to reach
the dead or dying men Imprisoned in
the mine, on account of the deadly
blick damp. The numes of the victims
have not yvet been obtalned and theip
Identity will not be known until the
bodies are reached by the rescuing
party.
